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Four Major Contradictions of the 
"Jesus Only” Doctrine 


Preached over Radio Station WHAT,Shelbyville, Tennessee, June 22, 1947. 


The “Jesus Only” doctrine did not 
have its beginning with Christ or the 
apostles. Two hundred years after 
Christ, a man named Sabellius taught 
the people that the Father, Son, and 
Holy Ghost are mere developments or 
revelations, in time, of the concealed 
Godhead. He taught the people that 
the Father, Son, and Holy Ghost was 
only one personality. Tertullian was 
the first to use the word “Trinity” to 
denounce this heretical theory. 

At the great church council of Ni- 
cene, 325 A.D., it was condemned and 
cast out as absurd and unscriptural. 
It soon died out and was heard of no 
more until the resurrection of it in the 
twentieth century. 


FIRST MAJOR CONTRADICTION 


The “Jesus Only” doctrine teaches 
that the Father, Son, and Holy Ghost 
aré” not three personalities, but one 
personaiity in three forms; and that 
these three forms are temporary, as a 
revelation of God to the creature; and 
in heaven there will be only one form. 
Now if it be true that God has revealed 
Himself in three persons, Father, Son, 
and Holy Ghost, it must be true that 
there has been and always will be 
three personalities, or else. God has 
misrepresented Himself to us. The 
Bible is the revelation of God to His 
creatures. Let us see what it says. 

The Scripture declares they are 
eternally three. In Gen. 1:26, God 
said, “Let us make man in our image.” 
The Hebrew word for “God” here is 
“Elohim,” and is plural. The Father, 
Son, and Holy Ghost collaborated in 
the creation of man, The other places 
where God said, “Let us,” are Gen. 3: 
22; 11:5; Isa. 6:8. 

In the New Testament the eternity 
of the three is revealed. John 1:1, “In 
the beginning was the Word, and the 
Word was with God, and the Word was 
God.” In John 1:18, “The Word was 
made flesh, and dwelt among us.” In 
John 17:5, Jesus speaks of being with 
the Father before the world was 
created. 1 John 5:7 says, “There are 
three that bear record (witness) in 
heaven, the Father, the Word, and the 
Holy Ghost: and these three are one.” 


AUGUST 23, 1947 


The “Jesus Only” doctrine says there 
is only one form in heaven; this scrip- 
ture says there are three, and these 
three are one in mind, purpose, life, 
judgment, and counsel. Eph. 4:32, In 1 
Cor, 3:8, Paul and Apollos are said to 
be one. The church is one. John 17:23. 
The Father, Son, and Holy Ghost are 
not three Gods, but one God, just as 
husband and wife make one family, 
not two. 


SECOND MAJOR CONTRADICTION 

The “Jesus Only” doctrine teaches 
that God the Father xnd the Son of 
God are one and the same person. The 
Scripture declares they are two per- 
sons, John 8:17, 18 says: “It is also 
written in your law, that the testi- 
mony of two men is true. I am one 
that bear witness of myself, and the 
Father that sent me beareth witness 
of me.” Jesus has a will separate from 
the Father’s will. John 5:30. God sent 
the Son unto the world. John 3:17. The 
Son of God prays to the Father. Luke 
6:12; Johr 17:1. The Father speaks to 
the Son of God from heaven. Matt. 
3:11. The Father loves the Son. John 
17:24. In all these scriptures the Fath- 
er and the Son are different persons. 
In Rev. 5:1, God the Father sits on the 
throne and the Lamb of God takes the 
book out of His hands, and every crea- 
ture bows and gives glory to Him that 
sitteth on the throne, and God the 
Father and the Lamb, which is Jesus 
Christ the Son of God, are seen in 
heaven and worshiped as two separate 
persons. 

Christ is said to be the image of God. 
Col. 1:15; Phil. 2:6. “Image” comes 
from the Greek word “Karaktar,” 
meaning “exact copy.” Where there is 
a copy, there must be a model; where 
there is a pattern, there must be an 
original. Christ is said to be at the 
right hand of God interceding for us. 
Rom. 8:34. Now, if God the Father 
and Jesus Christ the Son of God are 
one and the same person, these scrip- 
tures are untrue, and no one can un- 
derstand the Bible. 


THIRD MAJOR CONTRADICTION 
The “Jesus Only” doctrine teaches 
that Jesus Christ and the Holy Ghost

are one and the same person. The 
Bible teaches that they are two dis- 
tinct persons. When Jesus was being 
baptized by John, the Holy Ghost de- 
scended in the bodily shape of a dove 
and abode upon Him. Luke 3:22. God 
anointed the Son of God with the Holy 
Ghost. Acts 10:38. Jesus was raised 
from the dead by the Holy Ghost. 
1 Peter 3:18; John 14:16. Jesus 
prayed the Father to give us another 
Comforter. “Another” is used in op- 
position to one; it means a different 
person or thing to the person or thing 
spoken of. Jesus said that the Com- 
forter was the Holy Ghost. John 14: 
26. Jesus said, “He (masculine pro- 
noun) dwelleth with you and shall be 
in you.” This’ proves that the Holy 
Ghost is a Person distinct from Jesus, 
the Son of God, In Matt. 12:31, Jesus 
said, “All manner of sin and blas- 
phemy shall be forgiven unto men: but 
the blasphemy against the Holy Ghost 
shall not be forgiven unto men.” You 
can speak against the Son of man and 
it shall be forgiven you, but whoso- 
ever speaketh against the Holy Ghost, 
it shall not be forgiven him. Jesus and 
the Holy Ghost are not one and the 
same person, or else this scripture is 
untrue. It isn’t unpardonable to speak 
against the Son, but it is unpardonable 
to speak against the Holy Ghost, In 
Rom. 8:27, the Holy Ghost makes in- 
tercession to God for us. This verse 
shows the distinction between God the 
Father and the Holy Ghost. 


FOURTH MAJOR CONTRADICTION 

The “Jesus Only” doctrine teaches 
that God’s eternal name is “Jesus.” 
According to the Bible, Jesus was a 
common name among the Jews. “Josh- 
ua” is the Hebrew form for “Jesus,” 
which means “Saviour,” and Jesus is 
the Greek form for “Joshua.” Twice in 
the New Testament where Joshua is 
referred to, it is translated “Jesus.” 
Acts 7:45; Heb. 4:8; Col. 4:11, “And Je- 
sus, which is called Justus ...” Acts 
13:6, a Jew, who was a false prophet, 
was surnamed “Jesus” and the prefix 
“Bar” comes from the Greek, and 
means “son of”; so he was the son of

PROTESTANTS IN MEXICO FACE PERSECUTION 

As recently as April 15, the Methodist church in the town 
of Coatilinchan, near Mexico City, was attacked and 
burned by Roman Catholics, Bishop Eleazer Guerra, of 
Mexico, in the United States for a few weeks, reported to 
the Board of Missions and Church Extension of the Meth- 
odist Church. The Roman Catholics also attacked church 
members, and burned the parsonage and several other 
buildings in the same town. 

“Our members are congregated in Mexico City for pro- 
tection,” says the Bishop. “The Federal Government has 
sent troops to the place to protect the Protestants. 

“This is a continuation of the persecution campaign 
which began in Mexico three or four years ago, inspired by 
pastoral letters sent by the archbishops of Mexico to all the 
Catholic parishes in the country. Up to this time there 
have been several people killed, some churches burned, and 
in some cases, like Timilpan, one hundred or more people 
have not been able to return to their city. 

“In spite of this tremendous persecution, the evangelical 
churches are growing in Mexico more than ever before, and 
our people, in the midst of sorrow and in the face of death, 
are happy with the religion that has been able to change 
their lives. We do pray that as soon as this persecution goes 
over, we can continue in peace doing our work.”

“Cigaret smoking creates abnormal appetite, strong — 
longing, and in many cases an almost irresistible in- 
clination to crime. The moral degradation which fol-

“The complacency with which educated peopie, Chris- 
tian and non-Christian, respond to the alluring adver- 
tising of liquor and tobacco over the radio, is an ill omen 
for the future welfare of our youth and for the future of 
America. 

“Furthermore, it stresses the awful importance of con- 
tinuous warning and education of our boys and girls 
against the use of these narcotics while they are corralled 
in our institutions of learning—the public, private and 
parochial schools, and throughout their college career.

“But the havoc that has been wrought and is being 
wrought through the general ignorance of the deleterious 
effects of tobacco and alcohol on the human system, 
and especially TOBACCO, is cause for deep consternation, 
and I state this understandingly.”

FEDERAL AID TO PUBLIC SCHOOLS 
Separation of Church and State 


In Washington, there is a bill before Congress, which, 
because of its far-reaching effects, is of very much con- 
cern to all Protestant people in America. It involves 
the question of separation of church and state. Protes- 
tants everywhere unitedly stand for the separation of 
church and state. We do not feel that the state should 
have any influence or control over the church. For 
centuries, the Roman Catholics have taken the position 
that the Roman Catholic Church was the visible church 
on earth and should control the world, both politically and 
socially. They have used every means possible to drive a 
wodge in some way to get control politically. They now 
seek to obtain Government support, first for the trans- 
portation of students to their parochial schools. America 
was founded on the principle of separation of church and 
state, and we do not feel that we should allow this im- 
portant, essential principle to be destroyed. 

The Taft Bill (S.472) now before Congress, would grant 
$300,000,000 in federal funds to aid public schools. The 
Catholic heirarchy has fought hard to have the wording 
of this bill so arranged that they might obtain funds 
in support of their parochial schools. The report is cur- 
rent that the Senate and Public Welfare Committee have 
approved the bill, which does not entirely exclude the 
possibility of financial aid for parochial schools, since the 
matter of giving financial aid to private schools has 
been referred to the states. Here is the loophole. The 
words “private schools” should be amended so as to 
read “tax-supported, free public schools.” The state of 
New Jersey, I am informed, is already using public funds 
for the support of nonpublic schools, particularly Roman 
Catholic parochial schools. They are, in one case cited, 
paying the transportation of pupils to the Catholic school. 

We believe God intends that we should do what we 
can to help correct the evils about us. Our first duty 
is to get men to accept the Lord Jesus Christ and be 
saved—make men clean inside—but as citizens of this 
fair land of ours we do have a responsibility. Jesus gave 
us that blanket coverage on this subject when He said: 
“Render to Caesar the things that are Caesar’s, and to 
God the things that are God’s.” 

To write your Congressman, to you might appear as 
pressure, but, frankly, since they are already under pres- 
sure from the various pressure groups, they are likely to 
miss the true issue involved unless we write them and 
let them know how we feel about this matter. 
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Write your Congressman immediately, urging him to 
support the Taft Bill (S472) only after it has been 
amended, as suggested above, for the preservation of a 
great American principle of the separation of church 
and state.

SCHOOL BUS BILL KILLED IN TEXAS 

AUSTIN, Texas (RNS)—Senate Bill 26, authorizing 
®rustees of all school districts, common or independent, 
to furnish transportation of pupils in parochial, denomi- 
national or private schools, died when the Texas legis- 
lature adjourned here. 

Failure of the bill was apparent several months before 
adjournment when it was attacked by several church 
groups. Texas Baptists led the opposition, their main 
objection being that any aid of religious schools violated 
the principle of separation of church and state. 

The bill was also opposed by the North Texas Method- 
ist Conference district superintendents who urged the 
Texas lawmakers to defeat it.

Luke 12:14-21, “And he said unto 
him, Man, who made me a judge or 
a divider over you? And he said unto 
them, Take heed, and beware of cov- 
etousness: for a man’s life consisteth 
not in the abundance of the things 
which he possesseth. And he spake a 
parable unto them, saying, The ground 
of a certain rich man brought forth 
plentifully: and he thought within 
himself, saying, What shall I do, be- 
cause I have no room where to bestow 
my fruits? And he said, This will 
I do: I will pull down my barns, and 
build greater; and there will I bestow 
all my fruits and my goods. And I will 
say to my soul, Soul, thou hast much 
goods laid up for many years; take 
thine ease, eat, drink and be merry. 
BUT GOD SAID UNTO HIM, THOU 
FOOL, this night thy soul shall be re- 
quired of thee: then whose shall those 
things be, which thou hast provided? 
So is he that layeth up treasure for 
himself, and is not rich toward God.” 

I have chosen for a text, Mark 8: 
36, 37, “For what shall it profit a man, 
if he shall gain the whole world, and 
lose his own soul? Or what shall a 
man give in exchange for his soul?” 

So many people today are neglect- 
ing their soul’s salvation and look- 
ing after the material things of this 
life. They have time for business, time 
for pleasure, time for everything but 
service to God and His Church, Many 
people are so busy with the material 
things of this life that they cannot 
even spare time to go to church and 
Sunday School, and never have the 
time to attend midweek prayer meet- 
ing.

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Dr. W. B. Riley Leaves 
Northern Baptist 


Convention 


Dr. W. B. Riley, outstanding Funda- 
mentalist leader and founder of the 
great Northwestern Theological Semi- 
nary, has requested the Northern Bap- 
tist Convention to cancel his life- 
membership, declaring, “I should be 
ashamed to die in a fellowship that 
seemed to me non-Biblical and conse- 
quently non-Baptistic.” 

We quote the following letter from 
Dr. Riley to Dr. Edwin Dahlberg, of 
the Northern Baptist Convention: 

“I write to you to ask that you pre- 
sent to the proper authorities my re- 
quest for the cancellation of my life- 
membership in the Northern Baptist 
Convention. I shall not attend the 
Convention again in any capacity, 
since I can no further fellowship in it. 
This is not in consequence of any per- 
sonal pique. For sixty years I have 
been a member of that body—first of 
the Anniversaries, and for forty years 
now of the Convention itself, 

“My reasons for withdrawing are 
several: 

“First, the Convention has gone in- 
to the hands of MODERNISTS SO 
LARGELY THAT CONSERVATIVES 
SEEM TO ME TO ATTEND ITS SES- 
SIONS IN VAIN. I AM BY UNSHAKEN 
CONVICTION A FUNDAMENTALIST. 

“Second, I count any convention 
that is controlled by salaried servants, 
undemocratic; and on that account 
the Northern Convention is not, to me, 
EITHER BIBLICAL OR BAPTISTIC, 
as its balance of power is easily with 
these same multiplied people of con- 
vention salaries. 

“Third, the refusal of the FOREIGN 
BOARD TO ADOPT AND DEMAND 
THE VIRGIN BIRTH OF CHRIST AS 
A CONDITION OF FOREIGN MIS- 
SIONARY SERVICE, together with the 
REJECTION (of other vital doctrines) 
CONSTITUTES THE UNITARIAN TRI- 
UMPH WITH WHICH I AM NOT AT 
ALL IN SYMPATHY. 

“T have just finished reading the life 
of Mr. Crowell, of Chicago, by Mr. Day. 
I know of no more manly and Chris- 
tian conduct than he evinced when he 
withdrew from the Presbyterian Gen- 
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eral Assembly, thereby proving both 
his loyalty to his Lord and his fidelity 
to the Holy Word of God. 


“T am no longer a young man, hay- 
ing seen my eighty-sixth birthday, 
and I SHOULD BE ASHAMED TO DIE 
IN A FELLOWSHIP THAT SEEMED 
TO ME non-BIBLICAL, AND CONSE- 
QUENTLY non-BAPTISTIC. 


“John, in his second epistle, vv. 9- 
11, writes, ‘Whosoever transgresseth 
and abideth not in the doctrine of 
Christ, hath not God. He that abideth 
in the doctrine of Christ, he hath 
both the Father and the Son. If there 
come any unto you, and bring not this 
doctrine, RECEIVE HIM NOT INTO 
YOUR HOUSE, NEITHER BID HIM 
GOD SPEED: FOR HE THAT BID- 
DETH HIM GOD SPEED IS PAR- 
TAKER OF HIS EVIL DEEDS.’ I ac- 


cept these words as divinely inspired. 

“Paul, in 2 Cor. 6:14, says, ‘Be ye 
not unequally yoked together with 
unbelievers’ and in verse 17 he adds, 
‘Wherefore come out from among 
them, and be ye separate, saith the 
Lord.’ Again, I believe these to be di- 
vinely inspired directions: HENCE MY 
REQUEST.” 

May God bless Dr, Riley, and inspire 
more souls to courageously step out 
of the green monster from hell, the 
Federal Council of Churches, which 
controls the Northern Baptist Con- 
vention and others like it, and inject 
some iron and steel into the backbone 
of ministers who have their eyes on 
the salary instead of Christ and Him 
crucified. 

Pray that the Southern Baptist will 
never join forces with the Northern 
Baptist Convention. I repeat that if 
the Southern Baptist Convention ever 
joins the Federal Council or unites in 
any alliance with the Northern Bap- 
tist Convention, I am not only going 
to “come out” from among them, but 
devote my life and influence in “pull- 
ing out” all other churches and 
preachers who believe the truth. 

We cannot afford to unite with the 
unholy “Ahabs” of our day.

Does Paul Forbid Speaking 
in an Unknown Congue?

Let us see what the Bible has to say 
about it. “Yet in the church I had 
rather speak five words with my un- 
derstanding, that by my voice I might 
teach others also, than ten thousand 
words in an unknown tongue,” 1 Cor. 
14:19. This is as near as Paul came to 
forbidding to speak in an unknown 
tongue. In this connection Paul is 
oniy showing the superiority of the 
gift of prophecy over the gift of 
tongues. To prove this is true, we 
quote 1 Cor. 14:39: ‘“‘Wherefore, breth- 
ren, covet to prophesy, and forbid not 
to speak with tongues.” He sums up 
the matter like this: They are not to 
despise the gift of tongues, yet they 
should prefer prophesying. Divine 
love is the most excellent grace (1 
Cor. 12:31), but prophecy is the best 
gift (1 Cor. 14:1), speaking in refer- 
ence to the nine gifts in 1 Cor. 12. 


If there had not been much good in it, 

But you say, We are to keep silent 
where there is no interpreter. Now in 
order to be fair-minded, and to give 
every phase of 1 Corinthians 14 
justice, we must acknowledge that 
there is a gift of tongues which 
may be interpreted, 1 Cor. 14:27, and 
there is a manifestation of tongues 
which God alone understands, 1 Cor. 
14:2. And so we read: “For he that 
speaketh in an unknown tongue 
speaketh not unto men, but unto 
God: for no man understandeth him; 
howbeit in the spirit he speaketh 
mysteries.” 

Well, what good is there in the un- 
known tongue? Much every way. “He 
that speaketh in an unknown tongue 
edifieth himself,” 1 Cor. 14:4. And it 
is a sign to unbelievers, 1 Cor. 14:22.

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Blessed To Be a Blessing 


Genesis 12:2, “I will bless 


Text: 
thee, and make thy name great; and 
be thou a blessing.”—R. V. 


“But ye are a chosen generation, a 
royal priesthood, an holy nation, a 
peculiar people; that ye should shew 
forth the praises of. him who hath 
called you out of darkness into his 
marvelous light,” 1 Peter 2:9. 

When God blesses us with gifts of 
any kind, He wants us to be a blessing 
to others. Nothing He gives us is for 
ourselves alone; we receive that we 
might give again. 

I. Notice the fact that this is God’s 
plan for carrying on His work. So 
far as we can see, it is God’s plan to 
convert the world through man’s ef- 
fort for men. Christ said, “As the 
father hath sent me, even so send I 
you.” 

There was once a man who came 
to Christ, being possessed of an un- 
clean spirit. Christ cast out the evil 
spirit and restored him to his right 
mifid: - Then, in his gratitude, the 
man prayed thet he might go with 
Christ. The wish seemed natural and 
right, but, “No,” Christ saia, “2. have 
blessed thee, now be thou a blessing 
—go home to thy friends and tell 
them how great things the Lord hath 
done for thee.” 

Two of John’s disciples were point- 
ed to Christ. They asked him, “Mas- 
ter, where dwellest thou?” And He 
said, “Come and see.” They spent the 
day with Him. But the blessing they 
got had all the force of a command 
to them. It was as if Christ had said, 
“Now, John, I have blessed thee; be 
thou a blessing. Go find your brother 
and bring him to me”; or, turning 
to Andrew, “Andrew, you have been 
with me today; now that I have 
blessed thee, be thou a blessing to 
thy brother Simon.” 

Whatever the gift God has bestowed 
upon you, He wants you to use it to 
bless others. 

1. Maybe He has given you youth, 
vigor, and strength. He says, “I will 
bless thee with these; now be thou a 
blessing to others through these 
gifts.” 

2. Maybe God has blessed you with 
loving, winning ways, the beauty of 
person and form and feature. He 
says to you, “Be thou a blessing, and 
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use these gifts to win others to 
Christ.” You can teach in the Sun- 
day School; you can work in the 
church; by your very winsomeness 
you can bless others. 

3. Maybe God has blessed you with 
the possession of influence and the 
respect of your neighbors. These are 
gifts you may employ to bless the 
world. 

4. God may have blessed you as a 
parent. You have the love of your 
family as a rich gift; now be thou a 
blessing by using a paient’s influence 
to lead your household to Christ. 

5. God may have blessed you in 
business, and entrusted you with fi- 
nance. Be thou a blessing in help- 
ing the poor, and in supporting and 
spreading the gospel. 

6. It may be the gift of music or 
song you possess. Then be you a sing- 
ing pilgrim, hymning the gospel into 
the hearts of men. “Though they 
forget the singer, they will not forget 
the scans.” 

There isn’t any of us but what has 
some talent, some opportunity, some 
way in which we have been blessed 
that we may use, in turn, in blessing 
others. It is our duty to do so. It is 
in this way God’s work is to be done 
in the world. 

II. Not only is this God’s plan, but 
all our success depends on our fol- 
lowing it. There is a tendency in 
these days toward individual shifting 
of personal duty. That which He urg- 
es us to do while in the path of duty, 
He will qualify us for. God expects us 
to use that which is at our finger-tips. 
God asked Moses, “What is that in 
thine hand?” Let us take care of the 
small things; the larger things will 
automatically take care of themselves. 
Our individual duty cannot be done 
through someone else. 

The Church cannot, by any method, 
lay hold of some huge dragnet and 
draw in, at a single haul, a multitude 
of fishes. Christian work must be 
largely individual work upon individ- 
ual hearts. Dr. Cuyler once remarked, 
“A great many crude things have 
been said about the machinery of re- 


vivals; but there is one sort of ma- 
chinery as old as the apostles, and 
which never wears out; it is the sim- 
ple method of personal effort prompt- 
ed by love. All Christian work suc- 
ceeds largely in proportion as indi- 
vidual Christians become possessed 
with the senses of their personal duty. 

“I will bless thee, and be thou a 
blessing.” Great things would come 
about if in all our churches we could 
get the membership conscious of their 
personal opportunities and responsi- 
bilities. 

Mr. Spurgeon says, “When Mosgs 
went to tell the king of Egypt he 
would call the plague of frogs upon 
the land, I can imagine the king an- 
swering, ‘Your God is the God of 
frogs, is He? Well, I am not afraid of 
frogs, so bring them on.’ But says 
Moses, ‘There are a great many of 
them, O King,’ and the king found 
that out!” 

So we may be very weak individual- 
ly, but in each church there is a great 
many of us, and we can accomplish 
much, if we stand together as one 
man, bound together by the strong 
cords of God’s love striving to in- 
crease and abound more and more. 

God’s plan is this: “I will bless thee; 
be thou a blessing.” All our success 
depends on our following that plan.

IN AN UNKNOWN TONGUE 
(Continued from page 8) 

Paul would never have said, “Forbid 
not to speak with tongues.” Again, “I 
would that ye all spake with tongues.” 
Aire then he adds, “I thank my God 
I speak with tongues more than ye 

all,” 1 Cor. 14:18. 

Paul does not alicw us to preach to 
an audience in an unknown tongue, 
except we have an interpreter. But he 
does grant us the right to speak to 
God in an unknown tongue, 1 Cor. 
14:2. 

But the Bible says, ‘““Whether there 
be tongues, they shall cease.” It also 
says in the same connection, “Whether 
there be prophecies, they shall fail; 
... whether there be knowledge, it shall 
vanish away,” 1 Cor. 13:8. This does 
not mean that the unknown tongue 
would cease when the New Testament 
was completed. It simply means, when 
Jesus comes the second time there will 
be only one language, like it was from 
Adam to Babel. Gen. 11:4-7. If you say 
that tongues ceased with the comple- 
tion of the New Testament, then you 
would have to say that prophecies 
failed and knowledge vanished away 
with the completion of the New Tes- 
tament. You see, it is easy to dodge the 
issue. This great subject is ripe for 
discussion. This great Bible truth has 
been evaded and spoken of ambig- 
uously. It has been shuffled, quibbled, 
evaded, shifted, and _ prevaricated 
against, and now is the time to de- 
fend this great truth. 
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Four Major Contradictions of 
the “Jesus Only” Doctrine

Jesus, The name “Jesus” was given to 
the Son of God at the virgin birth to 
designate His redemptive work on 
earth. Matt. 1:21, “Thou shalt call his 
name JESUS: for he shall save his 
people from their sins.” In past eter- 
nity we have no record of His name 
being “Jesus.” God has exalted Him 
and given Him a name above every 
name. Phil. 2:9. Seeing that God did 
the exalting, and it was to the glory 
of God the Father, we infer from this 
that the Father is distinct from the 
Son of God and His name is different. 


In Exodus 3:15, God said His name 
was “Jehovah” forever.—American 
Standard Version. The Hebrew word 
for “Jehovah” is “Yahwe” and is a 
proper name. The King James Version 
sometimes translates this word “Je- 
hovah” and sometimes “Lord.” The 
Revised Version always translates it 
“Jehovah,” because it is a proper 
name, The word “Lord” isn’t a proper 
name, but a title signifying Lordship 
or Divine Being. God proclaimed His 
name to the children of Israel. He had 
revealed His name to Moses at the 


burning bush, but now He comes in a 
cloud and reveals His name to the 
people. Exodus 34:5, 6. The word 
“God” isn’t a proper name, but a title, 
signifying Supreme Being. You read in 
the Scripture, “Jehovah God,” Gen. 
2:7; “and happy is the people whose 
God is Jehovah,” Psa. 144:15. I fear 
Jehovah, the God of heaven, Jonah 1:9. 
The name “Jehovah” distinguishes the 
God of the Hebrews from the other 
gods of nations. Now to say that God, 
the Father’s name, is Jesus perverts 
the scriptures to one’s own satisfac- 
tion. When Jesus said, “I am come in 
my Father’s name,’ He meant He 
came to represent the Father. In Matt, 
18:20, Jesus said, “Where two, or three 
are gathered together in my name, 
there am I in the midst of them.” Did 
He mean everyone who gathered in 
the name of Jesus would bear the 
name “Jesus”? Certainly not! We 
gather to represent Christ. 

In conclusion, I say, To baptize by 
any formula other than the one which 
Christ gave in Matt. 28:19, “In the 
name of the Father, and of the Son, 
and of the Holy Ghost” is to deny the 
three personalities in the Godhead. 
Only “Jesus Only” people baptize in 
the name of Jesus only.

The devil is a 
successful trader, and he would like to 
trade you some folly or fun or some- 
thing that does not amount to any- 
thing, for your soul. The five foolish 
virgins sold out by being neglectful. 

Rev. 14:10, 11, tells us that those who 
sell out will drink of the wine of the 
wrath of God. 

If a man or woman sells out for any- 
thing they may desire in this life, 
and indulges in sin to its fullest de- 
gree, then, at the end of life’s road, 
what is their profit or gain? In every 
walk of life there is a profit and a loss. 
A profit if you take the Lord along 
with you, and LOSS if you do not. 
What does it profit a man if he gain 

tthis whole world and then lose his 
soul? What would he give in exchange 
for his soul? Space will not permit me 
to deal further with this subject.
